trauelling, to behold the height and vaſt- 
nefle of the hils,the immeaſurable bounds 


ſtrange faſhions of all people and Coun- 
tries,and yetnoman truly lookesinto him- 


Beaſts, and Fiſhes, yea of trecs and plants, 
fromthe Cedar tothe Hyſſop, and yet:in, 
the meanetime fowly forgothimſelfe: Itis 
ſtrangeto ſce,whatmanby his wit hath de- 
uiſed for the world,and yetwitleſſe to dif- 
cerne what he is himſelfe; in the firſt begin- 
ning when the world asyet was pakieg: of 
inuention, Jabal found out away ro herd 
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man yet hath ſearcht or ſeeth ſufficient] 
into himſelfe ; yea looke into the ſchooles,

Nor doe they 
liſten ſo much if he be. a man of warre ;they 
like ir well, thathee bee marrially minded, 
and readie toencounter- when the enemie 
giues cauſe; but they like it not, that hee 
haue Animum auerſum a pace, A minde ha- 
ting peace,ordeljghting in warre, yea cur-| 
ſed are the people wh:ch delight in. warre, 
ſauh Dawdhimlelte, cucn one of the grea- 
teſt ſouldiersthat-cuer was in theworld:

is, if the King beelearned or wiſe, for then 
they know that he wil carrie. himſelte & the 
ſtate well: in warre,in peace, in want,in a- 
bundance,in all conditions ſately and well.

other learning : He ſpake of trees & plants 
eucn from the Cedar to the Hyſop ; his

things, ye fhallride upon Chariots apd horſes : 
but lcarning and wiſedome are ellentiall 


nor vulgar man, but hee was a King which 
faidit, that Rex iliteratus eff aſinus corona- 
tus; that a King without learning was att 
aflewitha Crowne ; for to what end ſits he 
ypon the judgement ſcate,which when hee 
comes there,may fit,and ſee,andheare, bur | 
ham. no wit to judge ? This Sa/omon him- 
ſelfe ſat in iudgement vpon the -two har-| 
lors. 1.King.z. and gaue ſuch a ſentence, as 
all the kingdome applauded to heare it: 


befides,for knowledge of religion, he was 
 Eccle- 


[EO goncentient: he was no meerc ſcholer,| 
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Eccleſiaftes, a profeſied Preacher, asEccl.1. 

the Preacher haue bin King ouer ſraelyec. 
and that knowledge is alſo. needfull tor a 
King : for if aſchiſme or ſchifmaticall fel- 
low ariſe'in the Church, hee is a kinde of 
perſecutor, that onely puniſheth him, ttis 
morekinde and kingly,firſt, by learning to 
controll him. Conitaurme-ſat oft himlelfe 
in indgement, and gauc ſentence in caules 
Eeclehiaſtical;eſpeciallyin the faction and 
quarrels of the Donatiſts, And I could ſpeak 
ofa King now vpon the ſtage, which! 
ſpeaks,and diſputes,and writes,that Rome 
it ſelte is enraged to reade it: forthe Ro- 
mane Clergie doe with their kings, as the 
late Queene mother of France did with 
Henry }. her vnlucky ſonne ; ſhee bids him 
play,and follow his pleaſure,and nottrou-| 
| ble bimſelfe with theſtirres in the Church, 


that ſhee and her Holy fague inthe meane 
time might ſer both Church & kingdome 
on fare. In like manner doe they muſfle their 


kingsin blindnefle, and ſuffer themnot to 
looke into the cauſes of religion, that 
themſclues inthe meane time might. frame 
a rel1- 
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a religion ro their owne luſt: But when 
God laidit vpon the King, that hee thould 


write hmmſelfe the copie of the LaW ma booke, 
that it ſhould be with him, and that hee ſhould 
reade in it all the dates of his tife, Deur 17.18. 
t9. his meaning was ſure,thatKingsihould 
bee vnderſtanding men, able to iudgeand' 
diſcerne of the law themſelues, and nor al- | 
together to goe on truſt for their reli- | 
ion. |

Andas Dawd who comanded him, was to | 
him a father,a king, and a figure of Chriſt, 
ſo is hee heere commanded three waies : 
firſt as by a father, Keepe my Commande- 
ments; and if ſo, the command of the fa- 
ther bindesthe fonne ſtrongly : Honour thy 
farber and mother ſaith the L aw ; but what 
| honour without obedience ? yea how ſhall 
hee keepe ſubies in due obedience,who 
hach nor firſt learned the obedience of a 
| ſonne?It wasa worthy ſaying of Decta the 
ſonne of Decius the Emperour,when his fa- 
ther yet liuing would have ſet the imperiall 
Crowne yponhis head;NoCſaith hee retu- 
L'2 {ing | 
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| ſing it) wereor ne ſi fiam Imperator, dediſcam 
efſe filus : Hefeared that if hee tooke vpon 
hamſelfe the dignitic of an Emperour, hee 


cleane contrary tothe courſe of the world, 
for men commonly couet to take honour, 
but he thought ic more honorable to giue 
honour, where it was by nature due. And 
what meaneth that Fch dren, the word or 
Impreale of the Engliſh Prince, but I /erae, 
A Prince,and yet ſerues;yca &he ſhakes vp 
his feathers, 8 flouriſheth when he ſpeakes 
it, as if it were his glory as yet to ſerue, 
| Againe, if Dawid ſpake this, Keepe my Com- 
mandements,in the perſon of a King, that 
command is ſomuch heauicr,asthe power 
of a King exceedeth the authority of a fa- 
ther. Feare God and the king ( laith Salomon) 
Prou.24. God and the King are yoakedin 
our feare together: yea and Saint Pau! re- 
quired _ to Kings, cucn when 
Kings were enemies toreligion, and ſepa- 
rate from Ged. Butif Dawid ſpake this in 
'the perſon of Chriſt, or in the name of 
God, it is that which bindes heauen, and

hands ar laft, whereto fall (as the Apoſtle| | 
faith) :t i afearefull thing, Hebr.10.31. And 
inthe meanetime they (hall be ſure ofrhis,| *# 
that though they ſcape open outcry, yert| | 
there ſhall reſound from cueryhill, and e- i 
ucry wall a murmure of ill fame, which ſhal| *!

yet they knownortwhence. For thoughno| * 
man dare ſay, To a King,thou art wicked,or ro 
Princes ye are vngodly,lobz 4. yet reeds will 
whiſper, and owles will crie inthe night, : 
and the ſonnes of Jdarkenefle will raile, and| + 
write in corners, & then what they thinke| 
they haue done in fecrer (as Daurd his adul- 
terie) itthall bee painted like Be/hazgars 
deſtiny vpon the walles. And which is yet a 
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more ſingular puniſhment vpon the faults 
| of Kings and: Princes, that whereas while| 
| they live, they finde flatterers which ſooth 
them i their ſinne, and tell them they doe 
{ well,whenthey doe exceeding ill, yet when 
they are once dead and gone, then cuery 
Chronicler, (which paſſeth ouer the faults 
of meanermen) yet when hee comes to 
write of Kings,he reporteth freely how one 
was prodigall, another was couetous, one 
was an aduſterer, another a coward and 
| baſely timorous; and writes it vp as bold- 
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.jthe ecclipſes ofthe Sunne, and the Moone; 
ſoas where meaner men do oft amiſſe,and 


offences ſhall ſtand vpon record; thartifa 
man would not forbeare to breake the 
'Commandements ofa conſcience to God, 
yer feare of perpetuall infamic ſhould beea 
bridleto him,

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Or.icmay betharlifc is promiſed heere 

reſpeRiucly,againſt hazard of death ; not 
that Sa/omon ihould not dic, but that hee 
ſhould not die a violent death. Amon 
the Kings of Iſrael and:ludah how many 
periht, ſome by confpiracic athome,and 
ſome by the ſword of the enemic ?-AndS, 
Aufitn obſeructh, thar ofall the Romans
